Suppo se that eveiw o ne o f o ur .A'o ung 
men, o n reaching a certain age, Avere as­ 
sig ned fo r six mo nths o r a year to a co n­ 
servatio n camp, where he wo uld live an 
i active disciplined life, learn ho w to o be y 
(in o rder to learn ho w to co mmand) and

I in the o utdo o rs—avou UI no t that help to 
' build character? 
There Avo uld be no t the slightest need 
to inco rpo rate in the training the small- 
, est sug g estio n o f militarism— o ur exper-

Unless Ave 
ado pt as a principle that discipline is to 
be no part o f o ur natio nal training o f 
yo uth, ho Av co uld we make a mistake in 
making the CCC an integral part o f the 
training? 
The CCC is o ne part o f the neAv deal 
that Ave can all heartily appro ve, and it 
can be made a mo st valuable aid to that 
“ reintegratio n o f o ur so cial life” at Avhich 
the new deal pro fessedly aims.

. the last decade. 
Of the whole total of $3,7 44,9 49 , the 
loss to merchan dise in tran sit amou n ted 
to on ly $17 0,623, little more than 4 1-2 
per cen t. 
The av erage fire loss by the 
mile of railroad in 19 33 was $16.18 as 
compared with $44.17 in 19 24. 
Daily 
losses in 19 24 stood at $24,459 as com­ 
pared with $10,260 last y ear. The figu res 
cov er 9 0 per cen t of the cou n try ’s total 
railway mileage. 
The efforts of the railway s, accordin g 
to the committee’s report, ‘^hav e been di­ 
rected at defin ite 
sou rces 
of trou ble, 
,Well-organ ized prev en tiv ^e an d correctiv e 
measu res at 
recogn ized 
dan ger spots 
hav e en abled them to brin g these tremen ­ 
dou s sav in g. 
‘'Aside from the actu al sav in g of phy s­ 
ical property , an other importan t ben efit 
accru in g from the railroads* fire prev en ­ 
tion work is the freedom from in terru p­ 
tion to serv ice. 
The pu blic deman ds of 
the carriers fast, safe an d depen dable 
serv ice, an d railway man agemen t con ­ 
stan tly striv es to meet this deman d.** 
In all their departmen ts the American 
railroads are watchfu l of costs. 
They 
hav e been striv in g to stretch their dol- 
lars while improv in g their serv ices. They 
set an ex ample to bu sin ess an d in du s­ 
try . 
In other y ears railroads were waste­ 
fu l an d, compared with the records of the 
last sev eral y ears, careless. 
Redu ced fire losses, redu ced claims for 
damages, more efficien t fu el con su mption 
an d greatly improv ed safety records hav e 
resu lted from 
a 
con stan t, 
u n remittin g 
pu rpose of makin g the railroads better 
in all way s. 
The American sy stems arc 
■safer, faster, more depen dable, more re­ 
spon siv e to pu blic coiLv en ien ce than they 
hav e ev er been before. 
It is n o fau lt of 
theirs that fewer passen ger train s are 
bein g operated. 
Their schedu led train s 
are faster an d more comfortable. 
If bu sin ess an d in du stry shou ld bestow 
on fire hazards the watchfu ln ess which is 
bestowed by the railroads, the American 
fire loss wou ld be greatly redu ced with 
lesu ltan t sav in gs which wou ld be shared 
by the whole people of the cou n try . Fire 
takes heav y toll in the Un ited States; to 
a great ex ten t the loss by fire is av oid­ 
able.
